Homophobia complaint 
lodged against council

THE gay community in Northampton has 
branded the borough council ‘homophobic’ 
after plans for a three-storey floating restau¬ 
rant were given the green light last month. 

An official complaint was lodged last week 
to the Police and the Standards Board against 
the council after they approved plans for the 
restaurant, which would be moored near 
Midsummer Meadow, a social-networking 
location for gay and bisexual men for more 
than 50 years. 

Monday also marks International Day 
Against Homophobia (IDAHO) and members 
of the gay community will gather outside the 
Guildhall at 5pm to make speeches and take 
part in one minute of noise to mark the occa¬ 
sion. 

The council has been asked by B-Proud, a 
local gay advocacy group, ‘how they intend to 
re-assure the 62,000 members of the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender (LGBT) com¬ 
munity’ and have asked to see any evidence 
of ‘illegal activity’ and how such ‘discrimina¬ 
tory language could be used.’ 

A representative of the gay community, who 
wished to remain anonymous, said: “Both 
officers and members of the council have 
used inaccurate and inflammatory language 
in official documents and in press interviews. 

“Branding service users as ‘Cottagers and 
Cruisers’ and ‘involved in illegal acts’ is not 
only offensive and insulting but has whipped 



up a local media storm which has reflected 
very badly on the LGBT community 

“They have got away with this by using 
planning law and not considering equalities 
and social cohesion. 

“Their entire approach has been totally dis¬ 
missive of their gay service users. Their words 
and actions are homophobic and by demon¬ 
ising this vulnerable group has encouraged 
homophobia.” 

A spokesperson for Northampton Borough 
Council said: “A complaint has been made to 
the Borough Council’s Monitoring Officer. 
The Monitoring Officer will determine the 
most appropriate way to deal with it.”

SATs off timetable at 
100 county schools

ONE in three primary schools in 
Northamptonshire have been 
affected by a boycott of SATs 
exams by teaching unions. 

Schools are being affected after 
the National Union of Teachers 
(NUT) and National Association 
of Head Teachers (NAHT) ballot¬ 
ed members to boycott the exams 
last month. 

The unions are disputing the 
administration of the exam 
process and their use in drawing 
up local league tables. 

Headteachers believe that these 
tables do not reflect the individ¬ 
ual circumstances of the schools, 
and are only produced for the 
government’s benefit. One hun¬ 
dred of the 267 schools in 
Northamptonshire will not be 
holding the exams, according to 
county council figures. 

Many headteachers feel that the 


stress and pressure the exams 
place on both students and 11 
years old pupils is unnecessary. 

Phillip Buckle, headteacher of 
Boothville Primary School and 
the President of the Northampton 
branch of the NAHT, said: “In my 
school I have so much admiration 
for our wonderful children who 
have pushed themselves to their 
limit. 

“I actually don’t need a test on a 
single day to tell me what they 
have achieved as I know this 
information from their day to day 
classwork and homework. 

“I maintain the views of the 
union, that the administration of 
these exams and their use in 
league tables does not benefit the 
pupils or teachers. 

“The children from my school 
say that this campaign is very 
much for the future, not just their 
year but the years after, so I am 
working on this for their benefit. 
Whether this becomes an annual 


boycott, who knows, but it is a 
step in the right direction.” 

Although schools are boycotting 
the official exams, East Hunsbury 
Primary School has decided to 
provide pupils with an unofficial 
past paper in order to ensure 
pupils still receive an appropriate 
assessment. 

In a letter to parents, head¬ 
teacher, Rita Arundel said, “I feel 
the pupils should see the rewards 
of their and your hard efforts by 
sitting an unseen paper during 
the scheduled assessment week. 

“We will, however use a previ¬ 
ous year’s unseen SATs paper as 
an alternative to the 2010 paper 
in order to support the abolition 
of the league tables as promoted 
by the NAHT and NUT. 

“This means that our results 
cannot be submitted to be used 
in any league table analysis.”

Newspaper boss’s 

DAVID Fordham hit the road to take Local 
Newspaper Week to publishing centres across 
the UK. 

Over ten weeks, ending today, the Newspaper 
Society [NS] president visited around 40 
publishing centres across the length and breadth 
of the UK. 

The most northerly point was the Inverness 
Courier (Scottish Provincial Press) while 
Newsquest’s Southampton-based Southern Daily 
Echo marked the southernmost point of the 
journey. 

The chief executive of lliffe News and Media, 
which publishes the Herald & Post, decided to 
undertake the tour for a number of reasons. 

Crucially, cash donated by all the regional press 
publishers supporting the event will be given to a 
number of charities including the NewsTrAid 
Benevolent Fund. 

Another key reason is his ambassadorial role as 
president of the NS as member companies 
emerge from the worst recession in living 
memory. 

“It’s interesting to see how the different 
centres are coping with these changes and the 
different initiatives they are taking,” David said. 

“What I’m trying to do is to take round a 
positive attitude about the future for regional 
press. 

“You can’t help but notice that there have been 
lots of commercial initiatives such as different 
ways of sales packaging the online and the print 
titles together. 

“It’s been quite time consuming making the tour 
around the country but it’s been a fantastic way 
to wind up my year in office as NS president.” 

The visits have typically consisted of a welcome 
and brief introduction from the managing 
director of the centre before a tour of all 
departments. Many of the titles covered David’s

Road plans will help workers to car share 


COMMUTERS sharing their cars 
with colleagues are set to benefit 
from plans to reduce congestion 
around Northampton. 

Proposals outlined by the coun¬ 
ty council will focus on the A45, 
particularly Barnes Meadow 
roundabout, to reduce the num¬ 
ber of cars on the road and to 
improve road safety. 

As part of the £5.3 million proj¬ 
ect, an extra ‘multiple-occupan¬ 
cy’ lane will be built on, as well 
as extra lanes to easy congestion 


during rush hour. The project 
has been funded by the 
Government through the Homes 
and Community Agency and the 
Community Infrastructure Fund 
(CIF) and work will begin in late 
July. 

Cllr Heather Smith, cabinet 
member for environment, 
growth and transport, said: “I’m 
confident these measures will 
reduce congestion, by improving 
the overall capacity of the inter¬ 
section, as well as encouraging 


bus travel and car sharing, which 
will in turn be of benefit in 
reducing carbon emissions and 
improving the local environ¬ 
ment. With Northamptonshire 
being one of the hotspots for 
growth nationally we have to 
evolve the transport network so 
that it is ready for this additional 
development.” 

The scheme will go on display 
from Monday to Friday, May 28 
in the reception of Riverside 
House on Bedford Road. 
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Residents upset over club’s lights 


WHILE cricket enthusiasts may be 
delighted at their chance to see the 
Steelbacks under lights, residents have 
already lodged their complaints with 
the club. 

Questions have been raised over the 
positioning of one of the newly-installed 
floodlights, and powering them has 
unveiled ‘unexpected challenges.’ 

Northamptonshire County Cricket Club 
held their first day-night match on 
Friday and could host up to 15 games 
under lights this season, but problems in 
connecting the lights to the main power 
supply has caused the club to power 
them with a l,250kv generator, chosen 
because it is quiet. 

Residents are also furious at the 
positioning of the seven 48-metre high 
floodlights. 

Jerry Brown, spokesperson for 
contractors Musco which installed the 
lights, said: “Due to constraints on site, 
which were unforeseen, adjustments 
have been made to some of the final 
column locations. 

“The final locations, however, will not 


impact our ability to meet the stringent 
light control criteria agreed during the 
planning process, and we can assure all 
concerned that the quantity and quality 
of light will meet the project goals.” 

Northants Cricket chief executive, 
Mark Tagg said: “It is frustrating that 
despite the best efforts of all concerned 
there has been this challenge in 
positioning some of the columns. 

“We have all worked long and hard to 
ensure that Musco provide us with the 
best solution for the Club, spectators 
and our neighbours. 

“We are confident this situation will be 
corrected and have assurances from 
Musco that they will support whatever 
it takes to ensure that the project is 
delivered in line with expectations.” 

Mr Tagg added: “Our intention was and 
still is to power the lights via mains 
electric but this will require major 
upheaval as the supply will need to be 
brought from the surrounding highway. 

“We will be installing the new supply 
once this season is over in readiness 
for future years.” 



Police praised for 
suicide-bid rescue

POLICE who rescued a death- 
wish woman from a burning car 
have been praised by a Crown 
Court judge. 

Sergeant Keith Womble and PCs 
Philip Lee, Christopher Johnson 
and Ian McDonald managed to 
free Gemma Pickard from 
Millbrook, Beds, who crashed into 
the back of a lorry on a motorway. 

The traffic officers were on duty 
on the Ml in Northamptonshire 
when they received reports of a 
stolen Corsa being driven north, 
Northampton Crown Court heard. 

Pickard, 25, had taken her former 
partner’s father’s Corsa. 

She was upset at the break-up of 
the relationship and intended to 
kill herself. 

Prosecutor William Falshaw said 
the Corsa was travelling at 90 miles 
per hour from junction 14 at 
Milton Keynes. 

It was on the hard shoulder as it 


approached the Northampton 
services at junction 15a, went on to 
the exit slip road, but then was 
driven back on to the carriageway 
where it crashed into the back of a 
lorry and caught fire. 

The Corsa was wedged under the 
lorry and Pickard, who was drifting 
in and out of consciousness, asked 
to be left there because she wanted 
to die. Although Pickard clung on 
to the car, the officers managed to 
remove her. 

PC McDonald was one of the four 
officers who helped to get her out. 
He said: “In the ten years I have 
been with the force I have not 
come across anyone quite so 
determined to die. 

“We had to make a judgement 
call when we got there and it was a 
no-brainer. We couldn’t leave her 
in the car. 

“She tensed her body up and was 
very rigid but we managed to get 
her out.” 

Pickard, of Sandhill Close, 
Millbrook, admitted taking a vehi¬ 


cle without consent and driving 
without insurance on May 16 last 
year. She was sentenced to three- 
years supervision, banned from 
driving for a year and must do 150 
hours community service. 

Defence barrister Matthew Lowe 
said: “She will always be indebted 
to these officers. She says they 
went beyond the call of duty and 
placed their lives at risk to save 
hers.” 

Praising the officers Judge 
Michael Fowler said: “They 
extracted this defendant despite 
her efforts when there clearly was 
serious and imminent danger to 
them. They clearly demonstrated 
great courage in the way they car¬ 
ried out their duties that day. 

“They demonstrated extreme 
bravery in the course of their 
duties - bravery which deserves 
obvious commendation.” 

All officers have since been given 
commendations from their assis¬ 
tant chief constable for their 
actions. 


Byelaws under review 


EIGHT new byelaws 
aimed at reducing 
anti-social behaviour 
in the town have 
been put out to con¬ 
sultation. 

The existing laws 
were last looked at 
more than 30 years 
ago and include out¬ 
dated restrictions, 
such as not ‘driving 
or leading a bull over 
10 months old 
through a public 
place unless properly 
secured.’ 

The eight new laws 
proposed include 
restricting skate¬ 
boarding in the town 
centre, playing near 
dangerous highways 
or to the annoyance 
of residents and uri¬ 
nating in public. 


Parish councils, the 
police, county coun¬ 
cil and borough 
council have already 
endorsed the propos¬ 
als as being repre¬ 
sentative of local 
issues facing resi¬ 
dents and businesses 
in the borough.

Give us your SATS support 


MEMBERS of the National 
Union of Teachers and the 
National Association of 
Head Teachers have voted 
to boycott SATS tests in 
schools this year. 

The NUT urges parents 
and governors to support 
this action. 

The tests are part of an 
unfair regime of testing, 
league tables and Ofsted 
inspections that has 
become increasingly puni¬ 
tive and has resulted in the 
crude labelling of our 
schools and children. 

Teachers are forced to 
teach to the test at the 
expense of the wider cur¬ 
riculum and there seems 
to be little evidence that 
children benefit educa¬ 
tionally. 

Claims that standards 
have improved are dubi¬ 


ous: teachers merely 

become better at teaching 
to the test and children 
often do not retain the 
knowledge they crammed. 

This approach did not 
work in Victorian times, 
and it does not work now. 

Our children need a 
broad and balanced cur¬ 
riculum which teaches 
them to be independent 
learners and thinkers. 

At the moment schools 
have to constantly justify 
any changes in results 
from one year to the next, 
ignoring the many factors 
which can cause results to 
fluctuate. 

Results can be affected by 
social deprivation, a rapid 
turnover of pupils and high 
levels of students with 
English as a second lan¬ 
guage or special needs. 


The NUT has proposed 
alternative ways of ensur¬ 
ing that standards in 
schools are monitored and 
moderated which will give 
a more accurate picture of 
student achievement over 
a longer time period, 
rather than one-off testing. 

The Key Stage 3 SATS have 
already been abolished so 
why have younger children 
still got to take them? 

It is time politicians 
stopped telling teachers 
what to teach and how to 
do it. All research shows 
that social class is still the 
strongest factor in deter¬ 
mining educational out¬ 
comes. If politicians really 
wanted to raise achieve¬ 
ment they could start by 
tackling social deprivation!

ANDREA Leadsom has said she is 
absolutely ‘over the moon’ at becoming 
South Northamptonshire’s first MR 

The Conservative candidate won last 
week’s poll with 55.2 per cent of the poll, 
more than 33,000 votes. 

Mrs Leadsom, who has a background in 
the financial industries, said: “I’m just 
absolutely over the moon at being elect¬ 
ed. 

“It’s been a fantastic campaign and I 
want to thank all the Conservatives in 
South Northamptonshire. I’m so grateful 
for the resounding majority. 

“I was so pleased, when I was visiting 
polling stations last week, to see so many 
people voting. To have a 73 per cent 
turnout was just fantastic.” 

Mrs Leadsom has reaffirmed her party’s 
focus on the economy, and hopes a 
strong coalition government can be 
formed soon “as there is a need for a 
strong resolution to defend our econo¬ 
my.”

Four fall foul of 
a load of rubbish

FOUR litter louts have been 
found guilty and fined by 
Northampton Magistrates Court. 

Ben Taylor, of Ringway, 
Northampton, was spotted litter¬ 
ing in Abington Street last 
October. Mr Taylor was issued 
with a £50 Fixed Penalty Notice 
which he agreed to pay in instal¬ 
ments. 

After making the first instalment 
Mr Taylor failed to make any sub¬ 
sequent payments. Over several 
months Mr Taylor spoke with offi¬ 
cers at the council a number of 
times promising to pay the out¬ 
standing amount. 

As he had failed to pay the fine 
Northampton Borough Council 
took legal action. Mr Taylor 
pleaded guilty on Friday and the 
court issued a £100 fine. He must 
also pay £100 costs and £15 victim 
surcharge. 


The court also heard three cases 
of people who persistently left 
rubbish bags out despite warn¬ 
ings that they could be fined. 

Terri Bradley, of The Crescent, 
was ordered to pay a £500 fine, 
£400 costs and £15 victim sur¬ 
charge for leaving black sacks out 
a week before collection was due. 

Alison McLaughlin, of Gallfield 
Court, was ordered to pay £600, 
plus £400 costs and £15 victim 
surcharge for not using her 
wheelie bin and dumping black 
sacks in the street despite being 
told on several occasions. 

Sheryl Wilkinson, of St Leonard’s 
Road, repeatedly left black sacks 
full of rubbish out for days before 
her collection was due. 

She was issued with a Fixed 
Penalty Notice and agreed a pay¬ 
ment plan to make the fine more 
affordable for her, however she 
failed to make a single payment. 

Miss Wilkinson was found guilty 
in her absence and the court 


issued a £600 fine. She must also 
pay £400 costs and £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Cllr Trini Crake, borough coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment, said: “Everyone should be 
able to enjoy living in a clean 
neighbourhood free of litter and 
rubbish. Unfortunately it can just 
take one thoughtless individual 
leaving their rubbish out for days 
on end to bring down an area. 

“It is not just unsightly but can 
become a hazard if the bag splits 
or its contents blown into the 
street and other peoples’ gardens. 

“In every case we do try to warn 
people and only issue fines and 
go to court if we are left with no 
other option. If someone needs a 
new calendar so they know which 
day their collection is we can pro¬ 
vide that. 

“There really is no excuse for 
being inconsiderate and thinking 
other people should clean up 
after you.”

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Bikers to get safety tips on two-wheeled driving 


MOTORCYLISTS are being invited to 
attend a crash scene management 
workshop designed to help them stay 
safe on the county’s roads. 

The free course is the second of its 
kind and will take place on Saturday, 

June 5. It will take place at Mereway Fire 
Station in Northampton, from 10am to 
lpm. 

The session involves Northamptonshire 
Fire & Rescue officers, Police casualty 
reduction officers and forensic collision 
investigators who educate motorbike 
riders in road safety and how to stay 
safe if a crash occurs. Last year saw a 


rise in the number of motorcyclists and 
pillion riders killed on the county’s roads 
from two in 2008 to seven in 2009. 

Casualty reduction liaison officer and 
police motorcyclist, PC Steve Harris said: 
“The first session was based around a 
simple question - could you cope with 
the trauma of arriving at a crash scene? 

“The 15 motorcyclists who attended 
were led through how to approach the 
scene without putting themselves in 
danger and how to assess the severity 
of casualties. 

“The workshop also looked at how to 
deal with casualties until help arrives 


and the things to watch out for to 
ensure their safety.” 

Nigel Emson, a 53-year-old motor¬ 
cyclist who took part in the first session 
in April, said: “You can never know too 
much regarding motorcycle safety and 
the session has given me greater 
confidence to offer help, even to the 
professionals, if I was one of the first to 
arrive at an accident.” 

There are 15 places available for people 
over 18, living in Northamptonshire, who 
hold a full motorcycle driving licence.

Have a say on 
projects work

PEOPLE living in two estates 
will tonight get the chance to 
give their views on a project 
which has aimed to reduce 
crime and improve their 
quality of life. 

The Lings and Lumbertubs 
project was launched in 
October by the Safer Stronger 
Northampton Partnership 
and began with the distribu¬ 
tion of 1,200 Smartwater prop¬ 
erty marking kits. 

Work so far has included 
placing skips around the 
estate to discourage fly tip¬ 
ping; cutting down over¬ 
grown trees and bushes; pro¬ 
viding things for young peo¬ 
ple to do; the demolition of 
the derelict Brookside Com¬ 
munity Centre to make way 
for a new play area and con¬ 
siderable work on foothpaths 
and pavements. 

Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue Service also carried 
out 264 home fire safety 
checks. 

Some of the work has been 
funded by £27,000 awarded 
from Community Cashback, 
which redistributes seized 
proceeds of crime to commu¬ 
nity projects. 

Now people are being asked 
whether the project has made 


a difference to their area and 
what they feel the impact has 
been. 

The meeting will take place 
at 6.30pm at Lumbertubs 
Primary School in Tonmead 
Road. 

Representatives from many 
of the agencies which have 
been involved in the project 
will be present, including 
Northampton Borough 
Council, Northamptonshire 
Police and the Local Criminal 
Justice Board, which runs the 
Community Cashback scheme. 

Julie Seddon, borough 
council director and chair of 
the partnership, said: “This 
project has seen all the agen¬ 
cies working together and 
closely in partnership with 
local residents, to tackle 
things that local people told 
us were their top priorities. 

“We hope there will be a 
positive and long-lasting im¬ 
pact on Lings and Lumber- 
tubs and now we want to 
know what people who live 
there feel has been achieved.” 

The Safer Stronger North¬ 
ampton Partnership is made 
up of the borough council, 
Northamptonshire County 
Council, Police, Northam¬ 
ptonshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, Northampton Primary 
Care Trust and Northamp¬ 
tonshire Probation Service.

Fingers crossed, we’ll see what happens 
and where I’m meant to be next season is where I’m 
meant to be. I do like it here and I am happy, but what 
happens next season happens.” 

The 28-year-old was signed by then Cobblers boss 
Stuart Gray in January 2008 on a free transfer from 
Millwall, and has since gone on to score 39 goals in 93 
appearances. 

While he still speaks of Gray with high regard, 
Akinfenwa has been impressed by Ian Sampson and his 
assistant Malcolm Crosby, who is also out of contract, 
since they took over. 

He said: “The gaffer has been great. He has made the 
transition from coach to manager very easily. 

“Everybody has enjoyed it, you can see from when he 
has come in that he and Crozzer have worked well as a 
partnership. 

“Everybody is asking about me signing, but Crozzer is 
a very important signing for next season. 

“They have worked well as a partnership off the pitch, 
just as me and Billy McKay have done on the pitch. You 
can see from September how we have kicked on and 
you can see the unity we’ve got as a squad since they 
have come in.”

HOMER Simpson once said that the easiest 
part of any coach’s job is cutting players, but 
for Northampton Town boss Ian Sampson 
nothing could be further from the truth. 

At 9.30 this morning, the Cobblers manager 
will announce the list of who is staying at Six- 
fields for next season and who will be depart¬ 
ing. 

Paul Rodgers and Ryan Gilligan have 
already signed new deals, while captain Craig 
Hinton, Dean Beckwith and Billy McKay have 
triggered clauses in their contracts that auto¬ 
matically extend their spells. 

Contract offers have also gone out to Ade¬ 
bayo Akinfenwa, Liam Davis, Peter Gilbert 
and Andy Holt, but for the rest of the players 
that become free agents it is nervous times. 

Sampson’s situation has been complicated 
by the fact that the wage budget has been cut 
for next season after missing out on promo¬ 
tion back to League One. 

However, he said: “I know that my budget is 
going to be cut, so there will be a smaller 
squad to work with. We’ll maybe have to look 
around for one or two bargains, but that’s my 
job and I look forward to the challenge of it. 

“It’s a challenge, and if we can create a team 
spirit and work ethic then we’ll be all right.” 

A reduced budget is also likely to mean that 
several of the youth team will feature more 
prominently next season, with the likes of 
Michael Jacobs and Alex Konstantinou 
already having some exposure to first team 
football. 


But Sampson warned that it will not be easy 
for the club’s youngsters and they will have to 
adapt pretty quickly to life in the bottom divi¬ 
sion of the Football League. 

“The ones that we want to keep are going to 
be in and around the bench - they’re not 
ready to come into the first team because it 
just doesn’t happen like that,” he said. 

“It’s difficult at a lower league club because 
you need players to come straight into the 
team and if you’ve got a small squad the 18, 
including the bench, have got to be capable 
of playing in the first team. 

“It’s a bit of a risk putting them there, but 
you’ve got to give these kids time to develop. 

“The clubs in the Championship and the 
Premier League can take these kids on for 
three or four years. 

“They have big budgets and can give them 
time to develop, but it’s different at our level. 
You need players to be challenging for a first 


team spot straight away.” 

With the majority of clubs in the league 
likely to be facing a tightening of budgets, 
Sampson believes that everyone should be 
forced to reveal what they are spending to get 
a true reflection of who is doing the best job. 

“We always go on about budgets, so 
wouldn’t it be easier if everyone put theirs on 
the table, everyone knew where they stood, 
then you could criticise the managers for 
being bad on big budgets or praise them for 
doing well on small budgets?” he said. 

“I think that would be the way to go - let 
everyone know, let’s be open about it. 

“They should make a rule where everyone 
has to put their budgets on the table and 
then we’ll see who the best managers are.” 

However, he does not foresee that happen¬ 
ing and when pushed on whether he would 
reveal what he has to spend next season he 
simply replied: “Probably not!”

Sutil is ready, jet set, go for Monaco’s famous street circuit 



FORMULA ONE 

ADRIAN Sutil is excited to be 
heading back to one of his favourite 
circuits on Sunday when the 
Formula One season moves on to 
the glamorous surroundings of 
Monaco. 

Sutil currently sits tenth in the 
drivers’ standings following his 
seventh place finish in last 
weekend’s Spanish Grand Prix and is 
eyeing a repeat around the famous 
street circuit. 

The Force India racer still holds the 
Formula Three lap record around the 
track and in 2008 came close to 
securing the team a points finish 
before an accident with Kimi 
Raikkonen late in the race. 

“I can’t wait to get there,” he said, 
adding: “I like the circuit, and I’ve 
kind of had good results there. 

“I remember in 2008 with the 
accident with Kimi being very close 
to a great finish, but it didn’t happen. 
This year is a very different situation. 

“I have a good car, and it doesn’t 
matter which weather is around. If 


we have a good qualifying there, 
which is very important, a couple of 
points are possible, or even more.” 

The narrow and winding nature of 
the circuit makes overtaking 


extremely difficult and securing a 
good qualifying position is more 
important than at any other venue. 

With the Silverstone-based team 
having scored points in all but one of 


this season’s races, Sutil is confident 
that they can finish in the top ten again. 

He said: “I think in Monaco, as 
always, everything is possible. You 
never know what will happen. The 
race is long, and a lot of mistakes 
can be made. 

“You just need to stay 
concentrated and focussed all the 
way through, and then you can have 
a good result. That’s our main goal. 

“I think for us every circuit - it 
doesn’t matter where - we want to 
score points, and that’s what I want.” 

Team-mate Tonio Liuzzi will rack up 
his 50th FI appearance this 
weekend, although he admitted that 
he was unaware he had reached the 
milestone. 

Liuzzi said: “It’s good to know I have 
been in this business for quite a 
while and reaching 50 races is an 
achievement, and it feels particularly 
nice to be able to do this in Monaco. 

“I love the track, it’s a great race 
and we always have some highlights 
there. 

“I really want to be back in the 
points to celebrate my 50th race.”

RICHARD Quennell pulls on the 
Great Britain colours for the first 
time today when he competes in 
the 24 heurs de Brive-la-Gaillard 
ultra-marathon in France. 

The Northampton runner earned 
a spot in the six strong Team GB 
contingent after taking victory in a 
race at Tooting Bee 
in October last year, 
covering a distance 
of 234.831 km. 

What makes his 
achievement even 
more impressive is 
that it was the first 
ultra-marathon 
Quennell had 
entered, and he 
admitted that was 
due to it being the 
first event he came 
across. 

“I entered it by 
accident really 
because I wanted to 
do an ultra, but 
didn’t want to do a 
hilly course and I 
couldn’t find any 
other race,” said 
Quennell (pictured). 

“I knew it would 
be flat as it was on a track I didn’t 
really give any thought to it being 
24 hours and thought I’d have a 
go. Even during the race I had no 
thoughts of winning, for most of it 
I was behind, and it was only at 
18 hours that I got in front. 

“I just ran through the night and 
when other people went off the 
track to rest and sleep I kept 
going. It was a bit of shock to be 
honest.” 

While most people would find 
taking on the 26 miles and 385 
yards needed to complete a 
normal marathon daunting 
enough, Quennell says it is his 
love of running that keeps him 
going over the endurance events. 


He said: “I would say that I’m 
probably better mentally than I 
am physically. 

“There are people that are 
physically better than me who I 
will beat because I will just keep 
going. 

“I’ve got very good 

concentration, I 
don’t get bored 
because I really 
love running and 
the mental side is 
my real strength.” 

A member of 
Rugby & 

Northampton AC, 
he started out 
running just to 
keep fit for playing 
rugby, but soon 
found his true 
calling in athletics. 

Today’s race is 
on a 1 km course 
around the centre 
of Brive and 
Quennell feels he 
has learned from 
his previous 
experience. 

He said: “I learnt 
that you have to 
eat and drink during the run, 
which I didn’t. 

“I ate a minimum amount of 
food and took on minimum liquid, 
so hopefully I will be much better 
prepared now. 

“I know that I can run for the full 
24 hours now, where there was 
always a bit of a doubt before. 

“I know not to worry about the 
other runners and I have trained 
better this time.” 

Quennell will be cheered on by 
girlfriend Dawn Borrett, who is 
also helping out the Great Britain 
team at the event, and with it 
being his 42nd birthday 
tomorrow, another win would be 
the perfect present. 



Spence proves Saturday night’s alright for fighting 


BOXING 

JAMIE Spence could be in line for a 
shot at the British Masters light 
welterweight title after recording a 
points victory over Sergey 
Rozhakmens on Saturday night. 

The Northampton fighter had the 
Latvian on the deck in the second, 
but had to settle for a 60-53 points 
victory after the six rounder at the 
County Ground.
